wherein the ratio of die stifEening agent to the tipa^ inhibitor, by weight, is at least about 
1 : 1.

71. A composition comprising: 

(a) a stiffening agent having a complete melting point of about 33 '^C or 
greater which is selected from the group consisting of R-COOR', R-OR*, R-CONR'R'', R- 
NR*R", salts thereof, and mixtures thereof, wherein:
